The Old Middlesex Canal 


Almost every community in 
England has a little old lady who has 
devoted # life time of study to some sub 
ject, and then has written a volume about 
her studies The resulting work may 
possibly be of limited appeal, but it ts a 
work of love, written with care, and to be 
properly appreciated. One thinks, in 
Wilmingtod, of Carolyn Swain and her 
work. She is one of the Wilmington schoo! 
teachers for whom the Swain School was 
named, There was also Clara Olmstead 
Simmons, she wrote so"ificely about the 
Congregational Church, many years ago 

Such a lady is Mary Stetsdn Clarke of 
Melrose. After-ten years of study she has 
written a history of the Middlesex Canal, 
and in @ most gracious manner. It is 
“thorough, and it is well written. 

‘The volume was privately printed, by the 
Hilltop Press, 333 West Emerson Street! 
Melrose. It appeared on the day that the 
old canal was “rededicated” by the 
Middlesex Canal Association 

‘There are a couple of errors in the 
volume, yes. There arealew omissions. 
particularly when It comes to relating the 
history of the.canal.in. Wilmington. The 
lady did not, ali Coute-watbe expected to 
hnow the wanes ol the Jockmastera 
Wilmington; a fact in which a few 
Wilmington historians take pleasure 

Nor, regretfully, did she publish the 
original list of subscribers to the Middlesex 
Canal. There was.one, at least, from each 
town through which the canal was to pass 

One more very minor point concerning 
Wilmington, and your writer will change 
his tone, The Col. Hopkins, named on page 
45 is Wilmington's own Samuel Hopkins, for 
whom Hopkins Street is named, and who 
lived near the site of the new Nichols Street

She also brings out some of the lacts coo- 
cerning the construction of a steam tow 
boat, in what is now Winchester That was 
ome of the moat important boats ever built 
in the United States, for it was instrumental 
in breaking the stranglehold on US com- 
mmeree held by Robert Fulton, popularly ac- 
credited inventor of the steam boat, and his 
business ally, Chancellor Livingston 

‘The Sullivan steam tug boat, constructed 
in Winchester, with a paddle fitted into the 
stern for propulsion was the subject of a 
law suit which went all the way to the US 
Supreme Court, and in that case Fulton and 
Livingston lost their exclusive steamboat 
franchise which had been given them by the 
State of New York 

Mrs. Clarke does not speak of that legal 
history, but she does mention something the 
writer did not know. The engine involved 
was one invented by Capt. Samuel Morey, 
for whom incidentally, Lake Morey in Ver- 
mont ts named. 

Capt. Morey had been making small 
iteamtont-engines Jastwenty years before 
Robert Fulton (ok his voyage up the Hud 
ton inthe Clacmonl of North River. He also 
havigated a steamboat on the waters of 
Lake Morey 

Mra Clarke has supplied the missing tink 
(for this writer) on how a steamboat con: 
structed in Winchester could have been held 
to be of a model that was earlier than that 
of Robert Fulton's Clermoat 

Her volume is well worth reading by any 
history buff, and it ts fortunate that more
